PRELIMINARY ESTIMATES OF FACTORY STATISTICS, 1939-40. 


Preliminary estimates of the principal items relating to the 
Secondary Industries of the State for the year ended 30th June 1940 are 
issued herewith. They are subject to revision but may be taken as 
approximately correct. ; sae 


: Since 1931-32, the year of lowest levels, there has been a steady 
improvement in the Secondary Industries of the State and the year 1939-10 
continued to show such substantial progress that, in general, the past 
year can be considered the best on record. A decline in lotor Body 
Building was more than offset by the establishment of several large new 
industries and increased activity in Engineering, Woolscouring, Clothing 
and Boots & Shoes. 


The output selling value at the factory of all work done during the 
year is estimated at £38,000,000 (£35,005,264.), the cost of materials, 
fuel, light, power, &c. used being £23,600,000 (£21,326,334). The value 
ef production which represents the value added to materials &c. as a 
pesult of treatment is estimated at £14.,400,000 (£13,678,930). There 
were 44,500 (43,371) persons including working Proprietors employed on 
the average over the whole year and who received £9,000,000 (£8,547,462) 
in Salaries and Wages,
